Fernand Gravet didn’t know it 
but his entire life to date was 
preparation for his recently-com- 
pleted role as the romantic chef 
opposite Carole Lombard in “Fools 
for Scandal.” 

Gravet not only learned to sing 
and dance at an early age but the 
star, whose professional career un- 
til he started this picture included 
no chef roles, romantic or other- 
wise, is an epicure by training, a 
gourmet by taste. Schooled in the 
arts of Continental eating, espe- 
cially in Paris, the Franco-Belgian 
star learned about unusual foods 
from the best chefs abroad. 

A kitchen putterer from ’way 
back, Gravet’s role in “Fools for 
Scandal” required him to prepare 
food to delight a gourmet. His 
knowledge of cookery made it pos- 
sible for him to prepare “Chicken 
a la Rene,” a dish supposedly in- 
vented by himself in the film, a 
special sauce Bearnaise, a salad of 
ambrosian proportions, crepes su- 
zettes incomparable.

Intend Film “Messages 


Interviewed by Alex Evelove 


“Tet’s get this straight from the 
first,” Mervyn LeRoy said as he 
swiveled from right to left in the 
massive chair behind the massive 
desk in his bungalow on the War- 
ner Bros. lot. 


“T have no social consciousness 
when I make the films the people 
say show social consciousness. I 
have no messages of any kind. The 
one thing I am concerned with, to 
the exclusion of everything else, is 
entertainment. I want a story that 
will entertain, that will have 
‘sock’ and impact and humanity. 
I don’t look for messages. I am 
looking only for stories and play- 
ers to entertain those people who 
are good enough to spend their 
entertainment allowance on mov- 
ies.” 

LeRoy reminisced about “Little 
Caesar,” “Five Star Final,” “I Am 
a Fugitive from a Chain Gang,” 
all among his successes of the 
past. He remembered how people 
had read social implications into 
each of them: (1) exposure of 
gangster conditions; (2) exposure 
of journalism conditions; (3) ex- 
posure of penal conditions; and 
all with sweeping social signifi- 
cances, according to many critics. 

“In each case,” LeRoy said, “I 
fell for those stories hook, line 
and sinker because I thought they 
were really tremendous entertain- 
ment. I wasn’t looking for social 
significances then and I still don’t. 


“When I made ‘They Won’t For- 
get,’ about which the critics and 
fans have been so kind, I did it 
because I saw in it a new story, 
a completely different story that 
would entertain. I’m pleased if it 
becomes memorable.” 


His last two—‘Three Men on a 
Horse” and “The King and the 
Chorus Girl’ — were as different 
from “Five Star Final’ and the 
others as comedy differs naturally 
from drama. 


“As Shakespeare said, ‘The Play 
Is The Thing.’ Story, story, story! 
That’s it. Stories that are enter- 
tainment and let the social mes- 
sages fall where they may.” 


LeRoy’s purpose in the twenty 
years he has been in Hollywood— 
ever since the first job there when 
he was a wardrobe folder in the 
old Lasky studio—has been simply 
to satisfy the public. Personali- 
ties, too, must satisfy the public, 
just as well as stories. Personal- 
ities, according to the man whose 
pictures are credited with it, must 
have “heart.” 


“The reason I want to do a 
story,” he says, “is because it has 
‘heart.’ It can’t be phony in any 
way. Realism is necessary in the 
story and to get it on the screen 
you need people who have ‘heart.’ 


“Let’s take ‘They Won’t Forget’ 
as an example,” he continued. 
“There are half a dozen brand new 
personalities in it. Gloria Dickson 
and Lana Turner are two of them. 
They had never been inside a stu- 
dio before they started in that pic- 
ture. Yet each of those kids came 


through with a beautiful job of 
acting and evidence of plenty of 
glamour. 


“That’s because they had the 
heart to be real people instead of 
puppets walking through a story. 
They got in there and forgot 
themselves to be somebody else.” 

Glamour, according to the pro- 
ducer, can’t be bought, even though 
thousands of dollars are spent on 
it weekly in Hollywood. “You’ve 
got it or you haven’t,” he says. 
“You can’t buy it. The only thing 
you can do is to have it recognized 
and brought out.” 


LeRoy believes implicitly in the 
importance of newness—in story, 
personality and treatment. 

His most recent picture, ‘Fools 
for Scandal,” which opens next 
Friday at the Strand Theatre, has 
those qualities. It deals with the 
adventures of an American movie 
star, played by Carole Lombard, in 
London and Paris with a _ noble- 
man in disguise. This is Fernand 
Gravet, who won such a triumph 
last year in “The King and the 
Chorus Girl.” 


Gravet is something entirely new 
to American audiences. He is not 
only a handsome fellow and a 
splendid actor, but sings and 
dances as well. He is far more 
appealing in every way than was 
Maurice Chevalier, who was so 
popular here a few years back. 
Other members of the cast include 
such comedy experts as Ralph 
Bellamy, Allen Jenkins, Marie Wil- 
son, Isabel Jeans, Melville Cooper 
and Heather Thatcher.

Miss Lombard, noted as one of 
the foremost film fashion experts 
and style innovator of high stand- 
ing in the woman’s world, seized 
on the plushy hat as an ideal item 
for a mannishly tailored sports 
suit she had just bought. To add 
her own distinctive touch, she tied 
a wide silk band around it as 
shown in the picture above. 

Feminine friends, seeing her 
style invention, flocked on the 
bandwagon, with the result that 
men’s hat departments are putting 
in large stocks of Tyrolean hats 
for the wives and sweethearts of 
their male patrons. 

The gag started the new trend 
which threatens to catch on with 
the ladies like the Empress Eu- 
genie hat fad of a few years ago.

Carole Lombard’s funniest ex- 
perience happened during her Mack 
Sennett bathing beauty days.

When Sennett realized that his 
seven-reel feature super-special 
wouldn’t have any box-office draw 
he divided it in half.

Ryan said that the thing 
players say before the “take,” 
after it, and when they “blow up” 
or “fluff” their lines, are as varied 
as the personalities themselves. 

Carole Lombard, according to 
Ryan, sounds like a “regular fel- 
low.” The sound expert has seen 
her only on the screen, but he 
heard her offering cooperation 
from time to time on doubtful 
“takes,” saying that she wouldn’t 
mind doing that one over again. 


Fernand Gravet, who is Miss 
Lombard’s leading man in “Fools 
for Scandal,” is a serious, intense 
player, Ryan judges from what he 
hears. When Gravet blows up he 
rarely says anything, but there is 
a resounding smack as he kicks 
the floor in anger with himself. 

Ralph Bellamy, another princi- 
pal in “Fools for Seandal,” is an 
easy-going, good-natured fellow 


who never seems to get excited 
about anything unless his role 
calls for something like that. His 
most expressive moment during the 
filming of the picture was the 
long, heart-felt “ouch!” he gave 
when he smashed his second finger. 


Marie Wilson, Ryan concludes 
after listening to her throughout 
the production of ‘Fools for Scan- 
dal,” is a born comedienne, even 
when she muffs a line and pathet- 
ically exclaims “Oh, goodness!” 
Ryan can tell also when Marie 
does something on the set, like 
knocking a vase down. First he 
hears the crash and then a few 
seconds later, Marie wistfully, al- 
most tearfully, says “I’m sorry.” 

One “blow-up,” or muffed line, 
remains in Warner Bros.-Mervyn 
LeRoy comedy production, “Fools 
for Scandal,” co-starring Carole 
Lombard and Fernand Gravet. It 
stays in because the blowup was 
much more amusing than the dia- 
logue as written. 


Marie Wilson, the comedienne 
who portrays Miss Lombard’s 
maid, was supposed to enter her 
mistress’ boudoir and announce a 
group of feminine visitors. She got 
half way through the announce- 
ment, forgot her lines and spreal 
her hands in dismay. 

“Cut,” said Director LeRoy, and,

(theatre and playdates) ; Tough Guy: “Tl see ‘Fools For Scandal’ if I have to fight my 
way in (theatre and playdates); Monkey: “Tf you think a monkey is funny — you 
should see Carole Lombard and Fernand Gravet in ‘Fools For Scandal’ (theatre and 
playdates) ; Devil: ‘Fools For Scandal’ is as funny as hell! And I ought to know! 


Conduct contest for amateur photography enthusiasts — and there are legions of ‘em.

Run a contest to find the town’s best (or worst) “sourpuss . Pierre Boulogne of the 
Norvo Theatre, Norfolk, V irginia. took a little additional space to herald the idea. 
and was paid back manytold when the whole darn town started to talk it up. Photo- 
oraph leading contestants before and after seeing the picture, the “after” shots of 
course showing grinning pans. Winner admits it tough job to keep from laughing. 


Wanted: Fiance who can cook and make love the way Fernand Gravet does in 


“Fools For Scandal” — Carole Lombard. Strand Theatre. 


Wanted: Ideas on how to get rid of my tantalizing cook. His name is Fernand Gravet 


(and I love him — the beast!) — Carole Lombard, Strand Theatre. 


Notice: Carole Lombard and Fernand Gravet are “Fools For Scandal” — see why 
the American actress and French marquis are the talk of Paris. at the Strand. 


A laugh-hit like “Fools For Scandal” is your cue to rig up the old laughmeter in front 
of your theatre. It takes the shape of thermometer or dial. graduating the intensity 
of the laughs by labeling the sections of your meter: “Giggles,” “Laughs,” “Howls.” 
“Screams,” and finally, “Rolling in the aisles.” Indicator is hooked up to motor 
inside, which keeps it oscillating. And what about the old favorite “laugh” record? 


Big “Noah's Ark Party” sequence in film, in which all come dressed as animals, 
leads to popular amateur photographer's contest a la “Life Goes To A Party” 
idea. Any novel party around town might have photog snapping candid shots 
for display in lobby. Guests who are camera fiends might themselves take the shots. 
and offer same for display. Incidentally — the town’s biggest party-giver might welcome 
"Noah's Ark Party” suggestion. Everybody must come dressed as his favorite animal. 


For a street teaser campaign make up tack cards with SCANDAL in large bald type 
as a scare head. Under this print pictures of Carole Lombard and Fernand Gravet 
with this copy: “She’s Scandalicious — He’s Scandalightful ~ They're Scandalirious! 
Carole Lombard and Fernand Gravet in ‘Fools For Scandal’ now playing at the Strand.” 


Tempt the curious with a keyhole display in your lobby. Small card nearby 
invites ‘em: “Look! See the Year's Greatest Scandal Exposed!’ Behind keyhole is 
batch of stills and this copy under clinch scene of Lombard and Gravet (Still No. F.S. 
466): “Look What's Going On . . . Right Under Carole’s Nose! — For the real low- 


down see ‘Fools For Scandal’,” starring Carole Lombard and Fernand Gravet. 


With puppets becoming increasingly popular, it's a good idea to find a couple of 


amateur puppeteers in town who'd give lobby demonstrations. Lombard in gown and 
Gravet in tails are the central figures, with the action centering around their battling. 


How many words can your patrons get like scandalicious, scandalovely, scandalirious? 
Run contest, largest lists winning passes. Simple manner to project title on public. 
Also run limerick contest, rhymes must include the words — “Fools For Scandal.”
